For maximum effectiveness of tho Counterintelligence 
Program, and -to prevent wasted effort, long-range goals are 
being set. - 


1. Prevent the coalition of militant black 
nationalist groups. In unity there is strength; a truism 
that is no less valid for, all its .triteness. An effective 
coalition of blnck nationalist groups light be the first 
step toward a real "Hau Hau" in America, the beginning of 
a true black revolution. 


2; Prevent the rise of a "bessiah" who could 


unify, and electrify,.the 


movement. 


Malcolm X might havo been such a *%tessinb; ,< he is the martyr 
of the movement today. Martin Luther King, Stokely Carmichael 
and Elijah Muhamracd nil aspire to this position. Elijah 
Muhammod is less of a throat because of his nge. King could 
be a very real contender for this position should he abandon 
his supposed ^obedionce" to 'Vhite, liberal doctrines" ; 
(nonviolence) and embrace .black nationalism. Carmichael 
has the necessary charisma to be a real threat in this way. ■ * 


. 3. ‘ Prevent violence on tho part of black ' 
nationalist groups.
